COURT TO WEIGH

WASHINGTON - The Su¬ 
preme Court on Tuesday 
agreed to hear a pair of 
cases on whether corpo¬ 
rations may refuse to pro¬ 
vide insurance coverage 
for contraception to their 
workers based on the reli¬ 
gious beliefs of the corpo¬ 
rations’ owners.

The cases present a new 
challenge to President 
Barack Obama’s health 
care law.

Israel officials say EU spat resolved

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
has resolved a diplomatic 
spat with the European 
Union over a funding ban 
on institutions operating in 
occupied areas claimed 
by the Palestinians, Israeli 
officials said Tuesday. The 
dispute had shaken Israel’s 
relations with Europe, its 
biggest trading partner, 
and drawn attention to Is¬

Jerusalem. The Palestinians 
claim both areas, captured 
by Israel in the 1967 Mideast 
war, as parts of a future in¬ 
dependent state. The dis¬ 
pute surrounded the EU’s 
"Horizon 2020” program, 
which enables participants 
to apply for funds for re¬ 
search and collaboration 
in areas such as climate 
change, renewable ener¬ 
gy and food safety.

officials estimate that Israel 
could gain 300 million euros 
($400 million) from the com¬ 
plicated funding system 
over the seven-year period. 
While Israel has long partici¬ 
pated in similar programs, 
the EU has added some 
tough language to its eligi¬ 
bility guidelines for funding 
projects in the West Bank,

Belfast police raise security 
to deter new IRA bombers

DUBLIN (AP) — Northern Ireland’s police heightened 
security Tuesday, deploying roadblocks in Belfast to 
deter potential car bomb attacks by Irish Republican 
Army militants, following the first such failed attack on 
the capital in a decade. 

Sunday’s 130-pound (60-kilogram) bomb failed to 
detonate after being parked at the underground en¬ 
trance to Belfast’s biggest, glitziest shopping center. 
The attack — the latest and largest in a series of failed 
bomb attacks using buses, cars, booby traps and let¬ 
ter bombs — illustrated how Northern Ireland cannot 
take its peace for granted. 

Police commanders and security analysts warned that 
IRA splinter groups opposed to the outlawed group's 
1997 cease-fire have increased their bombing efforts 
in the run-up to Christmas, a holiday that Irish republi¬ 
can extremists long have targeted in hopes of harm¬ 
ing Northern Ireland’s economy. 

But reaction to the latest attack underscored how 
much Belfast has changed since the major IRA fac¬ 
tion, the Provisionals, renounced violence and dis¬ 
armed in 2005. Attacks by today’s IRA remnants are 
distinguished by their small scale, poor resources and 
lack of success. 

While police were more visible Tuesday, they patrolled 
on bicycles and in normal cars, not armored personnel 
carriers. And central Belfast remained a hive of shop¬ 
ping, business and tourist activity focused on an out¬ 
door Christmas market, scenes unrecognizable from 
the 1990s, when workers fled a lifeless city center by 
early evening. 

Belfast Mayor Mairtin O Muilleoir, a member of fhe Irish 
nationalist Sinn Fein party who once supported Provi¬ 
sional IRA violence, met police commanders to discuss 
how to increase security without deterring business. 
Since gaining office in June, O Muilleoir has made rec¬ 
onciliation with the territory's British Protestant majority 
his top priority and describes IRA die-hards as the en¬ 
emy of the people. 

“The people who attacked Belfast want to wreck 
Christmas, and the rest of us aren’t going to let them,” 
he said. 

While IRA splinter groups have committed violence 
in spurts ever since Northern Ireland’s Good Friday 
peace accord of 1998, police have identified an up¬ 
ward trend in recent weeks. Statistics show that Octo¬ 
ber featured 16 attempted bombings, the worst level 
in three years, including four letter bombs addressed 
to top policemen and Britain's minister responsible for 
the province. All were spotted by Royal Mail screening 
technology or office secretaries. 

Already this month, a former police officer dodged 
likely death in Belfast by spotting a booby-trap bomb 
under his car. In Londonderry, Northern Ireland's sec¬ 
ond-largest city, suspected IRA members twice have 
handed bombs to innocent motorists and ordered 
them to deliver the weapon to the city’s police head¬ 
quarters. 

Unusually, both refused. A bus driver abandoned her 
bus at a stop instead, while a fast-food delivery man 
fled on foot from the bombers. 

That would rarely have happened in the past, when 
the much bigger Provisional IRA deployed credible 
menace and death threats to ensure cooperation. 
Provisionals typically would take the driver's family 
hostage, or follow the driver in a second vehicle and

US pleads for

In June, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for fhe lOfh Cir¬ 
cuit, in Denver, ruled for 
Hobby Lobby, a corpora¬ 
tion owned by a family 
whose members have said 
they try to run the business 
on Christian principles. 

The company, which op¬ 
erates a chain of arfs- 
and-crafts stores and has 
more than 15,000 full-time 
employees of many faiths, 
objected to a requirement 
in the health care law re¬ 
quiring large employers to 
provide their workers with 
comprehensive insurance 
coverage for contracep¬ 
tion. 

Hobby Lobby told the jus¬ 
tices that it had no prob¬ 
lem with offering coverage 
for many forms of contra¬ 
ception, including con¬ 
doms, diaphragms, spong¬ 
es, several kinds of birth 
control pills and steriliza¬ 
tion surgery. But drugs and 
devices that can prevent 
embryos from implanting 
in the womb are another 
matter, and make it com- 
plicit in a form of abortion, 
the company said. 

The law presents compa¬ 
nies with difficult choices. 
Hobby Lobby told the 
justices. Failing to offer 
comprehensive coverage 
could subject it to fines of 
$1.3 million a day, it said, 
while dropping insurance 
coverage for its employ¬ 
ees entirely could lead to 
fines of $26 million a year. 
The 10th Circuit ruled that 
Hobby Lobby was a “per¬ 
son" under the Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act 
of 1993, and fhaf ifs reli¬ 
gious beliefs had been 
compromised wifhouf 
good reason.

Ski areas in the Northeast 
continue to pump millions 
of dollars in new high-tech 
snowmaking to draw early 
season skiers and riders 
and to ensure their slopes 
will remain snowy into the 
spring. 

An early cold snap allowed 
resorts from Vermont to 
Maine to fire up snow guns 
in the beginning of No¬ 
vember. 

New Hampshire’s Loon 
Mountain opened Nov. 8, 
its earliest top-to-bottom 
opening ever, thanks to a 
$1.3 million investment to 
revamp its snowmaking. 
“This season, we opened 
about 10 days early which 
is really big for us,” said 
spokesman Greg Kwasnik. 
In Vermont, Okemo, Mount 
Snow and Bromley Moun¬ 
tain are among the resorts 
that opened in mid-No¬ 
vember. 

“It's the earliest opening 
that I can remember, and 
I’ve been here 40 years,” 
Bromley President Bill Cairns 
said. 

Stowe Mountain Resort 
continues its major snow¬ 
making revamp spending 
another $3.4 million on new 
equipment and upgrades, 
including 100 tower guns, 


three fan guns and miles of 
snowmaking pipe. That's 
on top of $4.7 million spent 
last year. Maine’s two big¬ 
gest resorts — Sugarloaf 
and Sunday River — have 
installed hundreds of new 
energy efficient snow guns 
for this season, on top of 


big investments in equip¬ 
ment in recent years. 

The new high efficiency, 
low-energy equipment al¬ 
lows the resorts to keep the 
slopes covered at a frac¬ 
tion of the energy costs, 
eliminating the need for 
thousands of gallons of 
diesel fuel. 


Aside from more snow, ski¬ 
ers and riders will notice 
new lodging, terrain parks 
and glade offerings at 
some resorts. 

Big changes to the tune 
of $43 million are on the 
ground at Jay Peak in 
northern Vermont near 


the Canadian border, in¬ 
cluding an 80,000-square- 
foot (7,430-square-meter) 
Stateside Hotel and base 
lodge and 84 new moun¬ 
tain cottages. 

Sunday River in Maine has 
added a new 15-acre 
(6-hectare) terrain park in¬ 
cluding a jump line, super

US flies B-52s 
into China’s air 
defense zone

WASHINGTON - Two long- 
range U.S. bombers have 
conducted what Pentagon 
officials described Tuesday 
as a routine training mis¬ 
sion through international 
air space recently claimed 
by China as its “air defense 
identification zone.” 

The Chinese government 
said Saturday that it had 
the right to identify, moni¬ 
tor and possibly take mili¬ 
tary action against aircraft 
that enter the area, which 
includes sea and islands 
also claimed by Japan. The 
claim threatens to escalate 
an already tense dispute 
over some of the maritime 
territory.

American consumer confidence falls to 7-month low

Employers added an 
average of 202,000 jobs 
from August through Octo¬ 
ber, up from just 146,000 in 
the previous three months. 


And lower gas prices have 
put more money in con¬ 
sumers’ pockets. Prices fell 
for nine straight weeks to 
the lowest level in nearly 
two years before mov¬ 
ing up slightly in the past 
two week. The average 
price for a gallon (3.8 liters) 
of gas nationwide Mon¬ 
day was $3.28. Economic 
growth is expected to slow 
in the current October- 
December quarter, partly 
because consumer spend¬ 
ing growth is likely to be 
moderate. The economy 
expanded at a 2.8 percent 
annual rate in the July-Sep- 
tember quarter, but most 
economists expect it will 
slow to about a 2 percent 
rate or lower in the fourth 
quarter.Q 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
consumers' confidence 
in the economy fell in No¬ 
vember to the lowest level 
in seven months, dragged 
down by greater concerns 
about hiring and pay in the 
coming months. 

The Conference Board 
said Tuesday that its index 
of consumer confidence 
dropped to 70.4 from 72.4 
in October. The October 
reading was higher than 
initially reported, but still 
well below the 80.2 reading 
in September. 

November’s drop comes 
after the 16-day partial gov¬ 
ernment shutdown caused 
confidence to plunge in 
October. The declines in 
both months were driven 
by falling expectations for 
hiring and the economy 
over the next six months. 
Some economists also at¬ 
tributed the weakening 
confidence to Americans' 
frustrations and worries 
about the implementation 
of the Obama administra¬ 
tion's health care reform. 


“Disgust with politicians 
and government policy is 
what’s holding back ex¬ 
pectations," said Ted Wi¬ 
eseman, an economist 
at Morgan Stanley. Less 
optimism among Ameri¬ 
cans could slow the holi¬ 
day shopping season 
and weigh on economic 
growth. Consumer spend¬ 
ing drives 70 percent of 
economic activity. 

But spending patterns 
don't always closely follow 
measures of confidence. 
Americans sometimes shop 
more even when they say 
they are less optimistic. 
That’s what happened last 
month. Despite a sharp fall 
in confidence in October, 
consumers spent 0.4 per¬ 
cent more at retail stores 
and restaurants than in 
September. 

Strong auto sales account¬ 
ed for about half the gain. 
Restaurants also reported a 
healthy increase in spend¬ 
ing. Americans also spent 
more on furniture, elec¬ 
tronics and clothing.

Prosecutor demands guilty verdict for Knox

CAIRO (AP) — Black-clad

An Italian prosecutor on 
Tuesday demanded that 
an appellate court find 
Amanda Knox guilty of

over two days. Knox and 
Sollecito deny any involve¬ 


ment in the killing. 

Crini departed from past 
scenarios by suggesting 
the crime was not so much 
sexually fueled — an erotic 
game that got out of con¬ 
trol, as the lower court pros¬ 
ecutor described it — but 
an act of physical violence 
with a sexual expression. 

He alleged that Knox and 
Sollecito acted with an¬ 
other man in an explosion 
of violence sparked by 
tension between Knox and 
British student Meredith 
Kercher. Crini argued that 
Rudy Guede — a native of 
Ivory Coast now serving a 
16-year sentence for the 
murder — may have in¬ 
flamed tensions between 
Knox and Kercher after he 
defecated in a toilet inside 


the women's apartment 
and didn't flush. Crini said 
Guede, who was friendly 
with young men living in a 
neighboring apartment, 
had done the same thing 
the previous week. “It is an 
absolutely disgusting and 
incongruous habit that he 
evidently had,” Crini said. 
Testimony in previous tri¬ 
als had cited tensions be¬ 
tween Kercher and Knox 
over the cleanliness of the 
house they shared with 
two Italian roommates. 
Kercher’s murder in the 
idyllic hillside town of Pe¬ 
rugia is getting its third trial 
after Italy’s highest court 
annulled an appellate rul¬ 
ing overturning the 2009 
guilty verdicts against Knox

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — Ukrai¬

Kiev announced last week

But EU officials have re¬ 
mained hopeful that he 
would change his mind 
in time for the meeting in 
Vilnius, Lithuania, which 
begins Thursday. And tens 
of thousands of Ukrainians 


have taken to the streets to 
urge him to sign the agree¬ 
ment, in the largest protests 
in Kiev since the 2004 Or¬ 
ange Revolution. 
Yanukovych said in a tran¬ 
script of an interview with 
several Ukrainian television 
channels published on his 
website late Tuesday that 
he wished to sign the deal 
as soon as possible, but 
that the country was still 
too fragile economically. 
Ukraine is struggling to get 
foreign funding to plug 
holes in its budget and has 
also faced immense pres¬ 
sure from Russia, which has 
worked to derail the deal. 
“As soon as we reach a lev¬ 
el that will be comfortable 
for us and when it answers 
our interests and when we 
agree on acceptable con¬ 
ditions, then we will talk 
about signing (the deal),” 
Yanukovych was quoted 
as saying. 

At the same, Yanukovych 
indicated he would attend 
a summit in Vilnius, Lithua¬ 
nia that opens on Thursday 
for further negotiations. 

The announcement came 
as Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin quashed claims 


by top Ukrainian officials 
that Moscow has offered 
Kiev discounts for Russian 
natural gas in return for Ki¬ 
ev’s refusal to sign the EU 
deal. 

Putin also urged the EU to 
engage in trilateral talks 
with Kiev in Moscow to set¬ 
tle all disputes. 

Meanwhile, the round-the- 
clock protests continued in 
Kiev. Several thousand pro¬ 
testers, including university 
students who ditched lec¬ 
tures, rallied on two central 
squares Tuesday night. The 
demonstrators were joined 
by Loreta Grauziniene, the 
speaker of the Lithuanian 
parliament, who said that 
Ukraine's future belongs 
with Europe. 

“Lithuania believes in the 
right choice of the Ukrai¬ 
nian people,” Grauziniene 
told the crowd. “Lithuania 
and Ukraine will be in a 
united Europe together.” 
“We feel ourselves to be 
part of Europe and now 
the authorities want to take 
this identity away from us,” 
said Yehor Mnishek, a stu¬ 
dent from Kiev. “It’s like 
cutting off someone’s arm 
or head." □

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Japan secrecy law stirs fear of limits on freedoms

TOKYO (AP) — Japan's 
more powerful lower house 
of Parliamenf approved a 
stafe secrecy bill late Tues¬ 
day that imposes stiffer 
penalties on bureaucrats 
who leak secrets and jour¬ 
nalists who seek them, de¬ 
spite criticism the govern¬ 
ment is making a heavy- 
handed effort to hide what 
it’s doing and suppress 
press freedom. 

The public is concerned 
because the government 
won't say exactly what be¬ 
comes secret. Critics say 
the law could allow the 
government to withhold 
more information and ulti¬ 
mately undermine Japan's 
democracy. 

The bill was approved after 
hours of delay due to pro¬ 
tests by opposition lawmak¬ 
ers.

The ruling party says the 
law is needed to encour¬ 
age the United States and 
other allies to share nation¬ 
al security information with 
Japan. With the creation of

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France pushing to punish clients for prostitution

PARIS (AP) — France's gov¬ 
ernment is pushing one 
of Europe’s toughest laws 
against prostitution and sex 
trafficking, and other coun¬ 
tries are watching closely. 
Advocates hope that a 
draft French law going to 
parliament Wednesday will 
help change long-held at¬ 
titudes toward the world’s 
oldest profession — by pun¬ 
ishing the customer and 
protecting the prostitute. 
The bill, however, is facing 
resistance in a country with 
a libertine reputation and 
a Mediterranean macho 
streak, and has prompted 
petitions defending those 
who buy sex. Signatories 
include screen icon Cath¬ 
erine Deneuve —who 
played a prostitute in the 
cult film “Belle de Jour” — 
and crooner Charles Azna- 
vour. 

Prostitution is currently le¬ 
gal in France, but brothels, 
pimping and soliciting in 
public are illegal. 

The bill has prompted de¬ 
bate about sex and sexism 
in France, where former In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn is facing charges 
of aggravated pimping. 
Fie denies wrongdoing, 
though his lawyer has de¬ 
fended Strauss-Kahn’s free¬ 
wheeling sex life. 

It has also called attention 
to the evolution of the sex 
business, as the number of 
foreign prostitutes, espe¬ 


cially from Asia and east¬ 
ern Europe, has soared in 
recent years. 

The proposed law would 
introduce a 1,500-euro 
($2,000) fine —rising to 
3,000-euro at the second 
offense— for the clients of 
prostitutes. They could also 
be forced to attend classes 
aimed at highlighting the 
harms of prostitution. 

The bill aims to decriminal¬ 
ize the estimated 40,000 
prostitutes in France, by 
scrapping a 2003 law 
that bans soliciting on the 
streets, and making it eas¬ 
ier for foreign prostitutes to 
remain legally in France 
if they enter a process to 
get out of prostitution. One 
of the bill's authors, Maud 
Olivier, says it’s about “get¬ 
ting rid the consequence 
of unequal and archaic 
relationships between men 
and women.” 

Other countries such as 
Germany, Switzerland and 
the Netherlands, where 
brothels are legal, are es¬ 
pecially interested in the 
French experience. 

“If France moves, that 
could be the turning point 
for other European coun¬ 
tries,” said Gregoire Thery, 
secretary-general of the 
Mouvement du Nid, an 
organization which says it 
helps 5,000 prostitutes in 
France each year. 

The proposed law —written 
by a group of lawmakers 
from both right and left and 
backed by the Socialist 
government— follows the 


example of Sweden, which 
passed similar legislation in 
1999.

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pean Union's fisheries chief 
wants trade measures 
imposed against Belize, 
Cambodia and Guinea for 
allegedly refusing to curb 
illegal fishing. 

And in a warning to a big 
fisheries nation, EU Fisher¬ 
ies Commissioner Maria 
Damanaki on Tuesday told 
South Korea to change 
its ways or end up on the 
blacklist too. 

Environmental groups wel¬ 
comed the moves and the 
Pew Charitable Trusts said 
it showed the 28-country 
EU “is serious about com¬ 
batting illegal fishing.” 
Damanaki said the three 
countries continued with 
illegal practices even af¬ 
ter being warned last year. 
The EU says illegal and un¬ 
regulated fishing accounts 
for at least 15 percent of 
the global value of catch¬ 
es. 

And a conservative EU 
estimate values the theft 
from the oceans at 10 bil¬ 
lion euros ($13.5 billion) a 
year. Other studies put it at 
almost twice that. 

A study by the Oceana 
group said that sharks, 
famed for their fin soup, 
topped the ranks with 
some 80 percent of ille¬ 
gal catches. Bluefin tuna, 
which is prized the world 
over for its fine, fatty meat 
in sushi dishes, has also 
been hit hard. 

Altogether, illegal fishing 
accounts for a sizable part 
of the depletion of the 
world’s oceans. 

As a result, Damanaki said 
she had “no other choice” 
but to put the three nations 
up for stiff penalties given 
“the critical state of many 
fish stocks.”□ 


Key West to Cuba flights struggle to take off

HAVANA, Cuba/KEY WEST, 
Florida (AP) — Key West 
gained approval two years 
ago to begin operating 
flights to and from Cuba 
that had long been stifled 
by a ban on most U.S. 
travel to the island. Since 
then, not a single plane has 
taken off for Cuba from this 
southernmost Florida out¬ 
post, closer to Havana than 
to Miami. 

Charter flight companies 
and booking agencies say 
they’ve struggled to get 
all the required approvals 
from U.S. and Cuban au¬ 
thorities. One of the charter 
companies that initially was 
taking part in the airport’s 
application has gone out of 
business. Another stopped 
service to Florida altogeth¬ 
er. “Several organizations 
have approached us, in¬ 
cluding airlines, and said, 
‘If you get status as a port 
of entry for Cuba, we sure 
are interested in flying to 
Cuba,’” Key West Interna¬ 
tional Airport director Peter 
Horton said. “And so far all 


of those — and there are 
at least four that I can re¬ 
member offhand — have 
not been successful.” 
Decades ago. Key West 
residents could fly to Cuba 
for lunch and be back in 
time for dinner. 

It’s only a short flight across 


the Florida Straits, once 
crisscrossed regularly. But 
that hasn’t happened 
since 1960. 

There’s the issue of airport 
capacity: Currently, Key 
West is only approved by 
U.S. Customs and Border 


Protection to process 10 
passengers and crew flying 
in from Cuba at any one 
time. The airport is work¬ 
ing on an expansion that 
would eventually allow it to 
process about 70. 

“If you would have a 
30-seater, or a 25-seater 


that could do flights, that 
could be a profitable op¬ 
eration,” said John Ca¬ 
banas, former president of 
C&T Charters, which initially 
wanted to do the flights but 
has since closed. 

Key West and Cuba have 


a long and intertwined 
history. So when Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama an¬ 
nounced in 2011 that he 
was directing agencies to 
allow all U.S. international 
airports to apply to allow li¬ 
censed charters to operate 
Cuba flights. Key West was 


among the first to apply. 
There are now 19 U.S. air¬ 
ports authorized to provide 
flights to the Caribbean na¬ 
tion, which has had limited 
diplomatic relations with 
the U.S. since shortly after 
the 1959 revolutionO

Manny Pacquiao says he is 
borrowing to give typhoon aid

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

Despite returning like a hero 
from beating Brandon Rios 
over the weekend, Manny 
Pacquiao said Tuesday he 
has no money to keep his 
promise to help typhoon 
victims because Philippine 
revenue authorities have 
frozen his bank accounts. 
The Bureau of Internal Rev¬ 
enue says Pacquiao hasn’t 
proved he paid taxes in 
2008-2009. It has assessed 
that Pacquiao, once one 
of the world’s highest paid 
athletes, owed 2.2 billion 
pesos ($50 million) in back 
taxes as of July. 

Pacquiao, the wealthiest 
member of the Philippine 
Congress, said Tuesday 
he borrowed over 1 mil¬ 
lion pesos ($22,700) to pur¬ 
chase relief supplies before 
his fight Sunday with Rios 


in Macau and will borrow 
more to keep his word to 
typhoon victims. Pacquiao 
said he plans to provide 
aid to more than 10,000 
families. Fierce winds and 
tsunami-like storm surges 
from Typhoon Haiyan, one 
of the strongest typhoons 
on record, demolished en¬ 
tire communities and killed 
over 5,200 people when it 
ploughed through the cen¬ 
tral Philippines. More than 
1,600 are missing. 

Pacquiao said he paid tax¬ 
es in the United States fol¬ 
lowing his victories against 
Ricky Hatton and Oscar de 
la Hoya and that a treaty 
prevents double taxa¬ 
tion. A criminal case was 
dropped by prosecutors 
for alleged unpaid taxes in 
2010, but the revenue au¬ 
thorities’ tax claims for the 
2008-2009 are still pending. 
“I appeal to them to re¬ 


move the garnishment so 
that I can move and pay 
for my staff's salaries,” 
Pacquiao told reporters in 
his southern hometown of 
General Santos city. “I am 
not a criminal or a thief.” 
Pacquiao said if he had 
not paid the right taxes in 
the United States, he would 
have been arrested during 
one of his visits there. 

“The money that was gar¬ 
nished by (the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue) is not 
stolen,” he said. “This came 
from all of the punches, 
beatings, blood and sweat 
that I endured in the ring." 
He said the revenue agen¬ 
cy's claims that he earned 
more than what he actu¬ 
ally did were baseless. 
Revenue Commissioner 
Kim Henares, however, said 
that the only proof Pac¬ 
quiao has given of his tax 
payments was a letter from 


promoter Top Rank and 
HBO of the taxes he has 
paid to the United States, 
but nothing from the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service. 
“That is self-serving and a 
mere scrap of paper,” she 
said. “What he can do is go 
to the IRS, ask IRS to certify 
this copy (of his tax pay¬ 
ments) as a true copy. We 


have been waiting for that 
for two years." 

She said of 22 banks her 
agency has ordered to 
report on Pacquiao’s ac¬ 
counts, only two said they 
held deposits for Pacquiao 
and that the total was only 
1.1 million pesos ($25,200),

threw his 11th intercep¬ 
tion Monday night, more 
than twice the number 
he had all last season.

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Weak Blood

People in the same fam¬ 
ily are related by blood 
and “blood is thicker than 
water” says that fam¬ 
ily (“blood") relations are 
more important than rela¬ 
tions with friends. “Blood is 
thicker than water” com¬ 
pares the thickness of 
blood (family relationship) 
to the thickness of water 
(friendships) and says that 
our family relations are 
more important (“thicker”) 
than all others. 

Interestingly, there 
are no quotations on “weak 
blood", as in not enough 
red blood cells, also known 
as anemia. One of the 
more common blood disor¬ 
ders, anemia, occurs when 
the number of healthy red 
blood cells decreases in 
the body. The disc-shaped 
red blood cells contain he¬ 
moglobin, a unique mole¬ 
cule that carries oxygen to 
the body’s tissues. 

The most com¬ 
mon sign of anemia is mild 
paleness of the skin, along 
with decreased pinkness 
of the lips, the lining of the 
eyelids, and the nail beds. 
Other common signs of 
anemia may include: ir¬ 
ritability, fatigue, dizziness, 
lightheadedness, and a 
rapid heartbeat. Depend¬ 
ing on the condition caus¬ 
ing the anemia, other signs 
and symptoms may occur, 
such as jaundice (yellow- 
tinged skin), dark tea-col¬ 
ored urine, easy bruising 
or bleeding, and enlarge¬ 
ment of the spleen or liver. 

Unfortunately, 
many doctors don’t dis¬ 


cover anemia until they run 
blood tests as part of a rou¬ 
tine physical examination. 
A complete blood count 
may indicate that there are 
fewer red blood cells than 
normal. Other diagnostic 
tests may include a blood 
smear which can some¬ 
times indicate the cause 
of the anemia. When your 
blood tests indicate that 
the total serum iron and 
ferritin levels, which help 
determine whether your 
anemia is due to iron de¬ 
ficiency is on the low side, 
most doctors will prescribe 
iron supplementation. This 
is a mistake that only gives 
you constipation. 

Regrettably, many 
doctors do not appreci¬ 
ate that your blood has a 
narrow range of iron that 
it can use to help produce 
red blood cells. Correctly, 
a lack of iron can cause 
anemia. Similarly, too much 
iron also causes what looks 
like anemia. The immedi¬ 
ate reaction of doctors to 
prescribe iron can be dan¬ 
gerous! 

Hemoglobin is not 
iron! Unfortunately phy¬ 
sicians prescribe iron to 
anemic people who test 
with low hemoglobin. Yes, 
the patients are anemic, 
but the iron can be col¬ 
lecting in storage instead 
of going into hemoglobin. 
These people are iron- 
overloaded. Many Afri¬ 
can decedents have this 
condition. They need iron 
removed despite the ane¬ 
mia. The anemia should 
be treated with B vitamins. 


especially B12, B6 and folic 
acid. However, B vitamins 
should always be taken 
as a complete B complex, 
with specific B vitamins 
added on an individual 
basis by a trained Clinical 
Nutritionist. Blood banks 
especially seem to believe 
that hemoglobin and iron 
are the same. They have 
prepared lists of high iron 
foods to give out to donors 
with low hemoglobin. They 
invariably tell these people: 
“Your iron is low.” 

Many of our grass¬ 
roots clinic patients who 
are anemic have type A 
blood. People with type A 
blood have a deficiency 
in stomach acid that pre¬ 
vents them from absorbing 
the iron from their food. The 
other nutritional disaster 
is milk products. Milk does 
no body good, but for the 
vast majority of the world’s 
people it is a public health 
disaster. No other ani¬ 
mal drinks cow’s milk, not 
even calves once they are 
weaned. The late Dr. Benja¬ 
min Spock, the U.S.’s lead¬ 
ing authority on child care, 
spoke out against feeding 
“cow’s glue” to children, 
saying it can cause ane¬ 
mia, allergies, and diabe¬ 
tes and in the long term, will 
set kids up for obesity and 
heart disease, the number 
one cause of death of chil¬ 
dren in the United States. 

Countless Arubans 
and Americans can trace 
our family tree to Portu¬ 
guese, Spanish, Italian and 
Greek roots. Many dece¬ 
dents from Mediterranean 



countries have inherited 
Glucose-6-phosphate de¬ 
hydrogenase (G6PD) defi¬ 
ciency. The red blood cells 
of people with this condi¬ 
tion either do not make 
enough of the enzyme 
G6PD or the enzyme that 
is produced is abnormal 
and does not work well. 
When someone born with 
the deficiency has an in¬ 
fection, takes any sulfa 
medicine, is exposed to 
the smell of camphor, 
or eats fava beans the 
body’s red blood cells suf¬ 
fer extra stress. Without ad¬ 
equate G6PD to protect 
them, many red blood 
cells are destroyed pre¬ 
maturely. Iron supplemen¬ 
tation will not help; it hurts 
by stressing the red blood 
cells more. There is a sim¬ 
ple blood test to check if 
you have this many times, 
undetected condition.

There is a Venezuelan 
proverb that says “Blood is 
inherited and virtue is ac¬ 
quired”. The blood type 
A, or those of you who 
have inherited iron over¬ 
load or G6PD deficiency 
can acquire the virtue of 
health by learning how to 
be your best doctor. If you 



have been diagnosed with 
“weak blood" do not set¬ 
tle for iron supplements, it 
could be killing you faster.

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U.N. advances Internet privacy resolution

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

The U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly’s human rights com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday unani¬ 
mously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion sponsored by Brazil 
and Germany to protect 
the right to privacy against 
unlawful surveillance, fol¬ 
lowing months of reports 
about U.S. eavesdropping 
abroad. 

The symbolic resolution, 
which seeks to extend per¬ 
sonal privacy rights to all 
people, followed a series 
of disclosures of U.S. eaves¬ 
dropping on foreign lead¬ 
ers, including Brazilian Presi¬ 
dent Dilma Rousseff and 
German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel, that surprised 
and angered allies. 

Brazil’s Ambassador Anto¬ 
nio de Aguiar Patriota said 
the resolution “establishes 
for the first time that hu¬ 
man rights should prevail 
irrespective of the me¬ 
dium, and therefore need 
to be protected online 
and offline."The resolution 
expresses deep concern 
at “the negative impact" 
that such surveillance, “in 
particular when carried out 
on a mass scale, may have 
on the exercise and enjoy¬ 
ment of human rights.” 
German Ambassador Peter 
Wittig asked, “Is the human 
right to privacy still pro¬ 
tected in our digital world? 
And should everything that 
is technologically feasible, 
be allowed?" 


The consensus adoption of 
the resolution means will it 
also unanimously pass the 
whole 193-member Gener¬ 
al Assembly in December. 
General Assembly resolu¬ 
tions aren’t legally binding 
but reflect world opinion 
and carry political weight. 
The United States did not 
fight the measure after it 
engaged in lobbying last 
week with Britain, Canada, 
Australia and New Zea¬ 
land, which comprise the 
“Five Eyes” intelligence¬ 
sharing group, to dilute 
some of fhe draft resolu¬ 
tion's language. 

The key compromise 
dropped the contention 
that the domestic and in¬ 
ternational interception 
and collection of com¬ 
munications and personal 
data, “in particular massive 
surveillance,” may consti¬ 
tute a human rights viola¬ 
tion. 

U.S. delegate Elizabeth 
Cousens told the commit¬ 
tee that the United States 
welcomed Brazil and Ger¬ 
many's sponsorship of the 
resolution and was pleased 
to support “privacy rights 
and the right to freedom of 
expression.” 

The draft resolution directs 
the U.N. human rights chief 
to report to the Human 
Rights Council and the 
General Assembly on the 
protection and promotion 
of privacy “in the context 
of domestic and extraterri¬ 
torial surveillance ... includ¬ 
ing on a mass scale." 


Last week, five major hu¬ 
man rights and privacy 
groups — Amnesty Inter¬ 
national, Human Rights 
Watch, The Electronic Fron¬ 
tier Foundation, Access 
and Privacy International 
— said this will guarantee 
that the privacy issue stays 
on the front burner at the 
United Nations. 

Human Rights Watch’s 
general counsel, Dina 
PoKempner, said Tuesday 
that though the resolution 
was “watered down” it is 
still a “vital first step toward 
stigmatizing indiscriminate 
global surveillance as a 
wide-scale violation of hu¬ 


man rights." 

The director of fhe human 
rights program at the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union, 
Jamil Dakwar, said, “Yet 
again, the U.S. is paying 
lip service to human rights 
when it comes to holding 
intelligence services ac¬ 
countable overseas. It is re¬ 
grettable that the U.S. is in¬ 
vesting time to circumvent 
the universal human right 
to privacy rather than set¬ 
ting a new course by end¬ 
ing dragnet surveillance.” 
The U.S. has been trying to 
calm tensions with Brazil 
and Germany over the re¬ 
ported spying. 


Rousseff canceled a stafe 
visif fo Washington af¬ 
ter classified documents 
leaked by former National 
Security Agency analyst 
Edward Snowden showed 
that the NSA hacked the 
computer network of Bra¬ 
zil’s state-run oil company 
Petrobras and scooped up 
data on emails and tele¬ 
phone calls flowing through 
the country.

US home permits rise to 5-year high

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

developers received ap¬ 
proval in October to build 
apartments at the fastest 
pace in five years, a trend 
that could boost econom¬ 
ic growth in the final three 
months of the year. 

Permits to build houses 
and apartments were ap¬ 
proved at a seasonally ad¬ 
justed annual rate of 1.034 
million, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
That’s 6.2 percent higher 
than the September rate 


of 974,000 and the fastest 
since June 2008, just before 
the peak of the financial 
crisis. 

Nearly all of the increase 
was for multi-family homes, 
a part of residential con¬ 
struction that reflects rent¬ 
als and can be volatile 
from month to month. 
Those permits rose 15.3 per¬ 
cent to a rate of 414,000, 
also the fastest since June 
2008. Plans for construc¬ 
tion in the U.S. south drove 
much of the increase. 
Permits for single-family 
houses, which make up 


roughly two-thirds of the 
market, rose 0.8 percent to 
a rate of 620,000. That's still 
slightly below the August 
pace of 627,000. And it 
suggests that higher prices 
and borrowing costs are 
weakening buyer demand. 
Data on homes started in 
October and September 
were not included in Tues¬ 
day's report. Those figures 
have been delayed be¬ 
cause of the government 
shutdown and will be re¬ 
leased on Dec. 18 with the 
November home construc¬ 
tion report.Q

A boutique agency that is becoming increasingly 
known for its unconventional creative output is bring¬ 
ing in its first chief executive to lead additional growth 
efforts. 

The agency, Johannes Leonardo in New York, is hir¬ 
ing as chief executive Michael Duda, whose resume 
includes serving as partner and chief corporate strat¬ 
egy officer at the Deutsch agency in New York, part of 
Interpublic Group of Cos., along with stints at agencies 
like Kirshenbaum Bond & Partners. 

Duda joins Johannes Leonardo from a marketing 
consultancy and investment fund named Consigliere 
Brand Capital, where he was managing partner since 
he started the firm in 2010 with basketball star Steve 
Nash. 

Duda, 42, is being brought aboard by the two Jo¬ 
hannes Leonardo partners with creative backgrounds 
who founded the agency in 2007, Jan Jacobs and Leo 
Premutico. Jacobs, 43, and Premutico, 35, who had 
been serving as de facto chief executives, will con¬ 
tinue in their posts as co-chief creative officers. Duda 
will be a partner as well as the chief executive. 

The hiring is indicative of steps that many agencies 
take as a year draws to a close to ready themselves 
for the challenges of the year to come. Along with 
bringing in senior managers, agencies are also forming 
divisions in specialty areas like digital media, public re¬ 
lations and social media. And there is a spate of deals 
as some agencies seek growth through acquisitions. 
As Duda arrives at Johannes Leonardo, the agency 
is also beefing up its creative ranks, hiring Tom Martin 
and Julian Schreiber to serve in the new posts of exec¬ 
utive creative directors. Martin and Schreiber join from 
Clemenger BBDO Melbourne, part of the Clemenger 
BBDO division of BBDO Worldwide, where they had 
been creative directors. Johannes Leonardo, which is 
49 percent owned by the giant agency holding group 
WPP, has about 40 employees and was named a small 
agency of the year for 2011 by the trade publication 
Advertising Age. The agency has worked for clients 
that include Bacardi, the Bezos Family Foundation, 
Chanel, Coca-Cola, Daffy’s, Google, Nike and WNYC. 
For Coca-Cola Co., for instance, Johannes Leonardo 
is creating campaigns that run around the world for 
brands like Sprite. The agency's initial campaign for 
the diet drinks Diet Coke and Coca-Cola Light is ten¬ 
tatively scheduled to start appearing in February. 

At Johannes Leonardo, “We've been fortunate to 
work on some blue-chip pieces of business, and we're 
planning some really aggressive growth," Jacobs said. 
“We’ve gotten to the point where we felt it was time to 
get someone aboard who has that skill set Mike has.” 
Premutico cited Duda’s experience in the last three 
years in startups with Consigliere, which has worked 
with brands like Birchbox, Chobani, Dish Network, Un¬ 
der Armour and Warby Parker, as well as “the experi¬ 
ence Mike had at Deutsch in a new-business capac¬ 
ity.” “That's a great combination," Premutico said. 
“He can help big brands remain nimble by bringing an 
entrepreneurial mindset to them." Jacobs said Duda 
“came recommended to us by a number of people 
who said, ‘You should know this guy, whether or not 
you end up working together.'" “We liked his vision,” 
Jacobs added. Premutico called Duda “a great guy 
with a genuine passion for where the industry is head¬ 
ed,” which is increasingly important as “digital agen¬ 
cies try to add skills in traditional advertising, and tradi¬

approvals for housing per¬ 
mits rose in October at the 
fastest pace in five years. 
Those applications indi¬ 
cate that builders expect 
heightened demand. 

Most of the growth in the 
report came from apart¬ 
ment permits, not homes, 
but investors felt the data 
was positive. 

“It's going to translate into 
job creation once those 
permits turn into actual 
construction," said Quincy 
Krosby, market strategist 


with Prudential Financial. 
Shares of PulteGroup, Toll 
Brothers and Lennar Corp.

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Study: U.S. spews 50% more methane than agency says

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

United States is spewing 
50 percent more methane 
— a potent heat-trapping 
gas — than the federal 
government estimates, a 
new comprehensive sci¬ 
entific study says. Much of 
it is coming from just three 
states: Texas, Oklahoma 
and Kansas. 

That means methane may 
be a bigger global warm¬ 
ing issue than thought, 
scientists say. Methane is 
21 times more potent at 
trapping heat than carbon 
dioxide, the most abun¬ 
dant global warming gas, 
although it doesn’t stay in 
the air as long. 

Much of that extra meth¬ 
ane, also called natural 
gas, seems to be com¬ 
ing from livestock, includ¬ 
ing manure, belches, and 
flatulence, as well as leaks 
from refining and drilling for 
oil and gas, the study says. 
It was published Monday 
in the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sci¬ 
ence. 

The study estimates that 
in 2008, the U.S. poured 
49 million tons of methane 
into the air. That means 
U.S. methane emissions 
trapped about as much 
heat as all the carbon diox¬ 
ide pollution coming from 
cars, trucks, and planes in 
the country in six months. 
That’s more than the 32 
million tons estimated by 
the U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Administration or 
the nearly 29 million tons 
reckoned by the European 
Commission. 

“Something is very much 
off in the inventories,” said 
study co-author Anna Mi¬ 
chalak, an Earth scientist at 
the Carnegie Institution for 
Science in Stanford, Cali¬ 
fornia. “The total U.S. im¬ 
pact on the world’s energy

budget is different than we 
thought, and it’s worse.” 
EPA spokeswoman Alisha 
Johnson said her agen¬ 
cy hasn’t had time to go 
through the study yet, but 
hopes it will help “refine our 
estimates going forward.” 
While the world has a good 
handle on how much car¬ 
bon dioxide is pumped into 
the air, scientists have been 
more baffled by methane 
emissions. They have had 
to use computer models to 
estimate how much meth¬ 
ane is going into that air. 
This study, however, was 
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based on nearly 13,000 
measurements from air¬ 
plane flights and tall tow¬ 
ers, the most used in any 
such research. 

The information was col¬ 
lected in 2008, right at the 
beginning of the natural 
gas boom from hydraulic 
fracturing. So these mea¬ 
surements, which will be 
repeated for 2012, don’t 
include much impact 
from fracking, Michalak 
said. Studies recently have 
shown conflicting results 
about how much meth¬ 
ane escapes during frack¬ 
ing and other forms of fossil 
fuel drilling. 

Outside experts praised 
the study. Robert Howarth 
at Cornell University called 
“it very compelling and 
quite important. This is the 
most comprehensive study 
yet.” 

Michalak said because of 
the way they measured 
methane —just looking for 



it in the air as opposed to 
tracking it from a source 

— it is hard to say what is 
putting more methane 
into the air. But she said by 
looking at concentrations 

— especially within Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kansas — 
the scientists have a good 
idea: Cows, oil and gas. 
Nearly one-quarter of the 
U.S. methane emissions 
came from those three 
states. Texas is by far and 
away the No. 1 state for 
refineries that turn oil into 
gasoline. Texas and Okla¬ 
homa have been big oil 
and gas drilling states and 


Kansas is a big cow state.q 
Cows seem to be spew¬ 
ing twice the methane 
that scientists previously 
thought, Michalak said. 
While burps and flatulence 
are part of the methane 
emission from cattle. Uni¬ 
versity of California Santa 
Barbara professor Ira Leifer 
said a bigger factor is ma¬ 
nure. 

“If you shovel it into an arti¬ 
ficial lagoon you are creat¬ 
ing the perfect production 
for methane, but it cuts 
down on the smell and 
your neighbors complain 
less," he said. □

KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) — 

Archaeologists in Nepal 
say they have discovered 
traces of a wooden struc¬ 
ture dating from the sixth 
century B.C. that they be¬ 
lieve is the world’s oldest 
Buddhist shrine. 

Kosh Prasad Acharya, who 
teamed with archaeolo¬ 
gists from Britain’s Durham 
University, said Tuesday 
that the structure was un¬ 
earthed inside the sacred 
Mayadevi Temple in Lum- 
bini. Buddha, also known 
as Siddhartha Gautama, is 
generally thought to have 
been born in about the 
sixth century B.C. at the 
temple site. 

The findings were published 


in the December issue of 
the journal Antiquity. 
Acharya said the traces 
were tested using radio¬ 
carbon and luminescence 
techniques, which found 
they dated from the sixth 
century B.C. 

The archaeological team 
dug underneath previously 
known brick structures in¬ 
side the temple, and ex¬ 
perts from Scotland’s Uni¬ 
versity of Sterling examined 
and collected the samples, 
he said. The team has been 
working on the site for the 
past three years. 

Previously, a pillar installed 
by Indian Emperor Ashok 
with inscriptions dating to 
the third century B.C. was 
considered to be the old¬

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Toy company sues Beastie Boys over ‘Girls’ song

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

U.S. toy company is fight¬ 
ing for its right to parody a 
popular Beastie Boys song. 
Oakland, California-based 
GoldieBlox filed a lawsuit 
in federal court seeking 
permission to continue us¬ 
ing a spoof of the rap song 
“Girls.” 

The song was on the trio’s 
first album, “Licensed to III," 
released in 1986. It sings of 
the desire for girls to “do the 
dishes ... to do the laundry 
... to clean up my room.” 
The company’s marketing 
video spoofing the song 
depicts young girls singing 
about building spaceships 
and coding software. 

The video has gone viral in 
recent weeks, 
and some 8 million people 
have viewed it on You¬ 
Tube. The spoof is attempt¬ 
ing to sell the company's 
GoldieBlox engineering 
toys aimed at girls. 

The company said it filed 


the lawsuit last week after 
the Beastie Boys threat¬ 
ened their own legal ac¬ 
tion for copyright infringe¬ 
ment. 

“GoldieBlox created its 
parody video specifically 
to comment on the Beastie 
Boys song, 

and to further the com¬ 
pany’s goal to break down 
gender stereotypes and to 
encourage young girls to 
engage in activities that 
challenge their intellect, 
particularly in the fields of 
science, technology, en¬ 
gineering and math," the 
company's lawsuit stated. 
On Monday, the two sur¬ 
viving band members 
— Adam Horovitz and Mi¬ 
chael Diamond — said in 
an open letter posted on 
their publicist’s website 
that they support the toy 
company’s message of 
empowering girls. 

But they have a blanket 
ban on using their songs in 
advertisements. 

“As creative as it is, make 


no mistake, your video is 
an advertisement that is 
designed to sell a product, 
and long ago, 
we made a conscious de¬ 


cision not to permit our 
music and/or name to be 
used in product ads,” 
the band members said 
through their publicist.

Beats Electronics backing 
Muscle Shoals upgrades

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

Jimmy lovine and Luke 
Wood were so moved by 
the “Muscle Shoals” docu¬ 
mentary, they’re putting 
up money to make sure 
the unique spirit of the Ala¬ 
bama music haven lives 
on. 

The Beats Electronics of¬ 
ficials are starting a pro¬ 
gram to refurbish and up¬ 
grade two historic studios 
in Muscle Shoals — FAME 
Recording Studios and 
Muscle Shoals Sound Stu¬ 
dio — then will install edu¬ 
cation programs to train a 
new generation of produc¬ 
ers, audio engineers and 
musicians. 

“We want to look back at 
another Muscle Shoals re¬ 
vival based on what was 
learned in these studios in 
the next five to 10 years,” 
said Wood, president of 
Beats. 

Muscle Shoals, a quiet 
town in the northern part of 
the state, was a focal point 


of the music world for more 
than two decades. The 
town offered a wellspring 
of local talent that even¬ 
tually got the attention of 
the biggest recording art¬ 
ists in the world. The Rolling 
Stones, Aretha Franklin, Wil¬ 
son Pickett, Lynyrd Skynyrd, 
Willie Nelson and a surpris¬ 
ingly diverse group of art¬ 
ists made some of the best 
music of their careers work¬ 
ing with FAME owner Rick 
Hall and the musicians he 
assembled in a long, pro¬ 
lific run. 

North Alabama remains 
a fertile musical proving 
ground, with a thriving 
scene that includes Jason 
Isbell, Alabama Shakes 
and John Paul White, one- 
half of The Civil Wars. The 
Black Keys recently record¬ 
ed their Grammy-winning 
album “Brothers” there in 
2009. It was the first album 
recorded at Muscle Shoals 
Sound Studio in 30 years. 
The building had fallen into 
disrepair, however, some¬ 
thing lovine and Wood 


discovered while doing 
more research on Muscle 
Shoals after watching 
Greg “Freddy" Camalier's 
documentary. Beats, in as¬ 
sociation with the Muscle 
Shoals Soul Foundation, will 
refurbish the building and 
install modern and vintage 
recording gear so future 
students can learn old and 
new techniques in the art 
of sound recording, lovine, 
the Beats co-founder and 
Interscope Geffen A&M 
chairman who got his start 
as a producer, feels that 
art is being forgotten in the 
age of Pro Tools. 

“It’s not as much about the 
building. It's the aesthetic 
and the culture we’re try¬ 
ing to maintain,” lovine 
said. “It’s been passed 
down. That's why it’s so 
good to have these places 
around the world because 
it's a tribal thing, there's 
a culture being passed 
down.” 

Beats also will make up¬ 
grades to FAME where Hall, 
a protege of Sun Records’ 
Sam Phillips, housed a series 
of bands that helped write 
rock ‘n’ roll, soul and R&B 
history. One of those bands 
was The Swampers, whose 
members later opened the 
rival Sound Studio. 

Beats will offer successful 
applicants the chance to 
work and learn in both stu¬ 
dios when the restoration 
is complete. A portion of 
holiday sales of the com¬ 
pany’s audio products will 
kick off the project. 

“It's a restoration proj¬ 
ect, but we don’t want it 
to be a museum," Wood 
said. “We want it to be 
a living, breathing place 
where magic can happen 
again.”□

BRIDGE, Mass. - Even sitting in 
an MIT classroom made me feel 
smarter. 

But I was still struggling with the 
difference between meiosis and 
parthenogenesis. 

Dr. David Page, the zippy evolu¬ 
tionary biologist teaching a class 
Wednesday called “Are Males 
Really Necessary?,” had help¬ 
fully laid out some props to illus¬ 
trate gene swapping - bananas, 
apples and heads of lettuce ar¬ 
ranged on a table covered with 
a flowery white tablecloth. 

“Since only females can give 
birth, why is it of any advantage 
to the species to have a second 
sex?” he asked. “Why should na¬ 
ture bother with males?” 

He told the packed classroom 
about the ingenious genetic feat 
of the Laredo striped whiptail liz¬ 
ards in the Rio Grande Valley in 
Texas and Mexico. 

“This species is a Girls Only club, 
and the girls reproduce by clon¬ 
ing themselves,” Page said. “In 
the species with males, life is pret¬ 
ty routine. The females produce 
eggs, the males produce sperm, 
fertilization occurs and the male- 
inclusive life cycle is completed. 
In species without males, life has 
a different texture. The females 
produce eggs, but the eggs do 
not need sperm. That’s partheno¬ 
genesis, which is a big word that 
means we understand absolutely 
nothing about how this works.” 

He said old-fashioned fertilization 
(meiosis) beat cloning (partheno¬ 
genesis) because, as genes mu¬ 
tate, “males provide females with 
spare parts.” 

It had been eight years since I’d 
talked to Page, director of the 
Whitehead Institute for Biomedi¬ 
cal Research, about doomsday 
predictions that we were hurtling 
toward a planet without men in a 
mere 100,000 to 10 million years. 
The Y chromosome was shedding 
genes and wilting into a mere 
remnant of its once mighty struc¬ 
ture. Y declinists were arguing 
that, from sperm count to social 
status, men were vanishing. Snap- 
chat-style. 

The Y had shrunk to a fraction of 
the size of its partner, the X chro¬ 
mosome. (Obviously, Stephen 
Colbert told Page, it had just got¬ 
ten out of the pool.) 

The Y-sky-is-falling predictions mir¬ 
rored Hanna Rosin’s thesis in “The 
End of Men,” showing that wom¬ 
en are consolidating power - as 
graduates, breadwinners, single 
mothers, consumers. 

Indeed, former Clinton money 
guy Terry McAuliffe would not 


be the new governor of Virginia 
if his Republican opponent, Ken 
Cuccinelli, had not scared off 
single women by belonging to a 
state party crew that was chasing 
women around with wands, trying 
to do transvaginal probes. 

Even back when I first talked to 
Page - known as Mr. Y - he cast 
himself as “the defender of the 
rotting Y chromosome.” 

He painted a picture of the Y as 
“a slovenly beast,” sitting in his 
worn armchair, surrounded by 
boxes and pizza crusts. 

“The Y wants to maintain himself 
but doesn’t know how,” he said. 
“He’s falling apart, like the guy 
who can’t manage to get a doc¬ 
tor’s appointment or clean up the 
house or apartment unless his wife 
or girlfriend does it.” 

But, as it turned out, it was a mis¬ 
take to underestimate a chromo¬ 
some that had for centuries mad¬ 
ly attacked, annexed, enslaved, 
pillaged, plundered, inseminated 
and thrust forward to create great 
art, architecture and literature. 
Driven no doubt by lust and ego, 
the Y heroically revived. 

“The Y chromosome did essential¬ 
ly fall asleep at the wheel about 
200 to 300 million years ago, not 
long after we parted evolution¬ 
ary company with birds, while we 
were still pretty close to our rep¬ 
tilian ancestors,” Page tells me 
now. “And then, at the last minute 
before the car veered off the cliff, 
the Y chromosome woke up and 
got with the program and said, ‘I 
don’t have a lot left, but what I 
have left I’m going to keep.’” 
Page and Dr. Jennifer Hughes 
led a team that decoded the Y 
chromosome of rhesus monkeys, 
which share a common ances¬ 
tor with humans, and discovered 
that the Y’s gene shedding lev¬ 
eled off about 20 million to 30 
million years ago. In the Y’s cliff- 
hanger, the chromosome used its 
toolbox to repair some of its genes 
and became fastidious about not 
allowing the other genes to be 
damaged. 

As The New York Times’ Nicholas 
Wade sanguinely noted, “There 
are grounds for hope that the Y 
chromosome has reached a pla¬ 
teau of miniaturized perfection 
and will shrivel no more.” 

While the Y was shrinking, the 
“buxom” X, as Wade dubbed 
it - formerly considered “a staid, 
pristine relic,” as Page says - was 
growing larger and stronger, ac¬ 
quiring new bunches of genes, 
some of which play roles in pro¬ 
ducing sperm. 

But just when the Y thought it was 
safe to go back in the water, a 
new American study in the jour¬ 
nal Science shows that mice, with 
only two Y chromosome-derived 
genes, can produce cells capa¬ 
ble of joining with an egg to make 
a new mouse. 

“Scientists have practically oblit¬ 
erated the ultimate symbol of 
maleness in DNA, the Y chromo¬ 
some,” the BBC reported, “and 
believe they may be able to do 
away with it completely.” 

Which brings us to a recent Sarah 
Silverman tweet: “Dear Men, Just 
b/c we don’t need you anymore 
doesn’t mean we don’t WANT 
you! Love forever. Women.”□

They died in their homes, not 
from an assassin’s bullet, and 
in their 60s, not in their prime. 
When C.S. Lewis collapsed in 
his Oxford bedroom, the presi¬ 
dential motorcade was leaving 
Love Field. When Aldous Huxley 
requested a final shot of LSD, a 
TV set in the next room had just 
blared the news that the presi¬ 
dent had been shot. And then 
the coincidence of two of mo¬ 
dernity’s keenest critics dying 
on the same November day 
was lost in a storm of headlines 
and public grief. 

It’s too soon to reclaim Nov. 
22, 1963, for Huxley and Lewis, 
and reassign John F. Kennedy 
to a lower rung of historical 
significance, where some of us 
suspect his presidency belongs. 
But pausing amid this month’s 
Kennedy-anniversary coverage 
to remember the two British- 
born writers offers a useful way 
to think about the JFK mythos as 
well. Huxley and Lewis did not 
share a worldview - one was 
a seeker drawn to spiritualism, 
Eastern religion and psychedel¬ 
ics; the other was (and remains) 
the most famous Christian 
apologist in the modern English- 
speaking world. But they shared 
a critique of contemporary 
civilization, and offered a similar 
warning about where its logic 
might end up taking us. 

For Huxley, this critique took full 
shape in “Brave New World,” his 
famous portrait of a dystopia in 
which the goals of pleasure and 
stability have crowded out ev¬ 
ery other human good, burying 
discontent under antidepres¬ 
sants, genetic engineering and 
virtual-reality escapes. 


For Lewis, the critique was dis¬ 
tilled in “The Abolition of Man,” 
which imagined a society of 
“men without chests,” purged 
of any motivation higher than 
appetite, with no “chatter of 
truth and mercy and beauty” 
to disturb or destabilize. 

In effect, both Huxley and Lewis 
looked at a utilitarian’s para¬ 
dise - a world where all mate¬ 
rial needs are met, pleasure is 
maximized and pain eliminat¬ 
ed - and pointed out what we 
might be giving up to get there: 
the entire vertical dimension 
in human life, the quest for the 
sublime and the transcendent, 
for romance and honor, beauty 
and truth. 

Two passages from their work il¬ 
lustrate this point - that comfort 
purchased by sacrificing tran¬ 
scendence might not be worth 
the cost. The first comes from 
Lewis’ Narnia novel “The Silver 
Chair,” in which a character 
named Puddleglum confronts 
a queen who has confined the 
heroes in an underground king¬ 
dom, and lulled them with the 
insistence that the underground 
world is all there is - that ideas 
like the sun and sky are danger¬ 
ous wishful thinking, undermin¬ 
ing their immediate content¬ 
ment. 

“Suppose we have only 
dreamed, or made up, all those 
things,” Puddleglum replies - 
“trees and grass and sun and 
moon and stars and Aslan him¬ 
self. Suppose we have. Then all I 
can say is that, in that case, the 
made-up things seem a good 
deal more important than the 
real ones ... We’re just babies 
making up a game, if you’re 
right. But four babies playing a 
game can make a play-world 
which licks your real world hol¬ 
low.” 

The second comes from the 
end of “Brave New World,” 
when a so-called “Savage” 
raised outside the dystopia 
confronts its presiding “Control¬ 
ler,” Mustapha Mond. The Sav¬ 
age lists everything that’s been 
purged in the name of pleasure 
and order - historical memory. 


art and literature, religion and 
philosophy, the tragic sense. 
And Mond responds that “these 
things are symptoms of politi¬ 
cal inefficiency,” and that the 
comforts of modern civilization 
depend on excluding them. 
“But I don’t want comfort,” 
the Savage says. “I want God, 
I want poetry, I want real dan¬ 
ger, I want freedom, I want 
goodness. I want sin.” 

Which brings us back to that no¬ 
torious sinner John F. Kennedy. 
What exhausts skeptics of the 
Kennedy cult, both its elegiac 
and paranoid forms, is the way 
it makes a saint out of a reck¬ 
less adulterer, a Camelot out of 
a sordid political operation, a 
world-historical figure out of a 
president whose fate was tragic 
but whose record was not ter¬ 
ribly impressive. 

But in many ways the impulses 
driving the Kennedy nostalgists 
are the same ones animating 
Lewis’ Puddleglum and Huxley’s 
Savage - the desire for grace 
and beauty, for icons and he¬ 
roes, for a high-stakes dimen¬ 
sion to human affairs that a 
consumerist, materialist civiliza¬ 
tion can flatten and exclude. 
And one can believe JFK is a 
poor vessel for these desires, 
and presidential politics the 
wrong place to satisfy them, 
without wishing they would dis¬ 
appear. 

“It is a serious thing,” Lewis wrote, 
describing the implications of 
his religious worldview, “to live in 
a society of possible gods and 
goddesses, to remember that 
the dullest and most uninterest¬ 
ing person you talk to may one 
day be a creature which, if you 
saw it now, you would strongly 
be tempted to worship.” 

It is obviously a serious mistake, 
from this perspective, to deify 
someone prematurely or na¬ 
ively, as too many of Kennedy’s 
admirers have done. 

But it’s a much greater mistake, 
the two writers who entered 
eternity with JFK would argue, to 
seek a brave new world with no 
heights or depths, no room for 
divinity or heroism anymore.O

More plan to 
spend less for 
holiday gifts

COLONIE, N.Y. - More of us 
are tightening our holiday 
budgets, according to a 
new survey. 

Just half, 51 percent, of 
New Yorkers plan to spend 
$500 or more on Christmas 
gifts this year, down from 
56 percent a year ago, the 
Siena Research Institute 
reported Monday. And 28 
percent, up from 23 per¬ 
cent last year, said they'll 
spend less than $300. 

"As far as holiday spend¬ 
ing is concerned, expect a 
repeat of 2012," said Don 
Levy, the institute’s direc¬ 
tor. 

"Equal numbers of New 
Yorkers say that they are 
better off and worse off 
economically than they 
were last year while nearly 
half seem to shrug when 
saying that their financ¬ 
es are unchanged. It all 
seems to add up to a year 
of liftle change on spend¬ 
ing,” Levy added. 

Nearly two thirds say they’ll 
shop online this year, up 
from 56 percent a year 
ago. Meanwhile, 64 per¬ 
cent said they don’t think 
stores should be open on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

And 38 percent said they’d 
be shopping at indepen¬ 
dent retailers on the Satur¬ 
day after Thanksgiving.
